Mr. John Lancaster, a tormer citi- 
zen of Fiaris. where he wan for many 
years engaged in the /sewing machine 
business, made an' attempt at self- 
destruction Wednesday night, by cut- 
ting his throat and slashing his 
wrists with a razor, his wounds re- 
sulting in death at the Massie Mem- 
orial Hospital about 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. 

Mr. Lancaster had been residing 
at Brooksville, Bracken county, for 
several years after leaving Paris, and 
being in bad health for some time 
came to the lUssie Hospital, in this 
city, where a surgical operation was 
performed some .time ago -in tlie hope 
of affording him relief. After lear- 
ing the Hoeifttol. he went to the 
home of Mr. Mart|h J. Glenn, on 
the Qlenn pike, near this city, where 
he had been about three weeks in 
hopes of getting relief and rest. He 
Ivad suffered greatly from insomnia 
and complained of inability to get 
sleep. 

On Wednesday night when supper 
was announced Mr. Lancaster failed 
to appear and a search was made 
for him. He was found on the floor 
of the stable with blood flowing from 
gaping wounds in his throat and 
wrists.. Medical assistance was hur- 
riedly summoned a^^d he was taken 
in an a;iitonipbUe to the Massie Hos- 
pital, where he lingered between life 
and death until late yesterday after- 
noon, when death gave him release. 

Mr. Lancaster was one of the most 
popular men in Paris. He was a 
brother of Mr. Charles Lancaster, of 
Parjs, and of the late Mr. James 
Lancaster. He leaves a family in 
Brool:.sville. A son, Mr. Jos. Lan- 
caster, of Lexington, mwM with him 
when the end came.

CARRANZA CLOSES 

PORT OF VERA CRUZ. 



WA8HINOTON. Sept. 1.— Provis- 
ional President Carranza lias ordered 
the port at Vera Cruz closed, accord- 
ing to official advices Monday to the 
American Government. 

Gen. Funston transmitted a long 
report on the complications which 
might result, but the State Depart- 
ment offldala were not inclined to ra- 
sard It as an unfriendly action. 

During the Huerta regime, .Yen 
Cruz was similarly closed, but for- 
eign vessels paid little attention to 
the order. Carranza's decree would 
prevent Mexican ships putting in at 
Vera Cruz and, if enforced in an un- 
friendly way, might exact heavy pen- 
alties from foreign vessels entering 
any other Mexican port after they 
touched at Vera Cruz. 

Gen. Funston called attention to the 
possibility that foreign ship owners 
desiring not to incur the displeasure 
of the Carranza administration might 
hesitate to send cargos to Vera Cms, 
dimUUahinc the food mpply of the 

city. 

In aome qoarters there was a «dis- 
posltion to regard Carransa's atti- 
tude as one of resentment against the 

continued occupancy of Vera Cruz by 
American troops, but the State De- 
partment officials did not share this 
view. An interrpution in railway 
traffic between Vera Cruz and Mexico 
City recently occurred, but as soon as 
Gen. Funston announced that he 
would keep all rolling stock in Vera 
Cruz until traffic was resumed, the 
Mexican authorities explained tliat 
they were using trains to transport 
troops and immediately adjusted the 
schedules. 

Paul Fuller, personal re p re a on ta- 
tive of President Wilson, Is due in 
Mexico City, September 1, to discuss 
with the govemmait the queations 
relating to the American occupancy 
of Vera Cruz, as well as differences 
between Carranza and Villa. 

Althougli Administration officials 
have not announced their position in 
any formal way, it is generally under- 
stood that recognition will be with- 
held until a complete agreement be- 
tween the two chieftains has been 
reached and arrangements made for 
a constitutional . election.

You need a dictionary to keep up 
with the words and phrases which a 
war resurrects. Here comes our ven- 
erable but long bi»49d friend^ ''mora- 
torium." 

"King George has signed a procla- 
mation of moratorium," that is a 
cable dispatch. All of us might de- 
voutly wish somebody would do as 
much in our individual cases — that is 
to say, give us permission to postpone 
the payment of our debts. 

Applied to the Bank of England, a 
moratorium in effect means that it 
can issue a larger amount of bank 
notes against a given amount of gold 
reserve. In short, the Old Lady of 
Threadneedle Street may and will put 
out a big bunch of fiat mcmey to ap- 
pease hungry borrowers. 

It isn't the first time it has been 
necessary for the Britioh Government 
to help the Bank of England. Dur- 
ing the whole period of the Napoleon- 
ic wars, or for twenty-four years, the 
bank lived by special legislation. In 
1847, again in 1857, once mbre in 
1866 and as late as 1900 at the time 
of the Baring Brothers' stupendous 
failure, the Bank of England had to 
be' helped. 

In the last-named instance , the 
Bank o' France came to its rescue 
with a vast quantity of gold. Evan 
a ten per cent discount rata — the 
highest in a century, fails to keep 
gold in the Bank of England. There- 
fore, the law governing its actions is 
suspended, and it may refuse to pay 
out gold at any price, but instead ^pay 
with its specially created fund. 

Both the Bank of France and the 
Bank of Germany may, as they now 
have done, stop payment of gold at 
any time.> Napoleon and ^ Bismark — 
respective fathers of those institu- 
tions — saw the political . necessity 
of a quasi-Govemment ihstitution's 
hoarding its gold when*saMrs were 
rattling all over Europe. 

But we have a full-sised morator- 
ium right here In the United State? — 
yea, even in Philadelphia. By law 
our banks mu3t have behind every $5 
note they issue a certain alBOVIt of 
Government bonds. 

That Aldrich emergency money of 
which has been spoken of, is now to 
be turned loose, in moratorium cash. 
It is money outside the regular law — 
good money backed by good securities 
but not the bonds of Uncle Sam.

KENTUCKY DefeU UCS WAR. . 

A call for y<Mnnteers has been isso- 
ed by the Stat^ of Kentuckyv It deals 
with irmr,. war upon a condition that 
hss sKlated in, the' ttUie Grass State 
ftor mmj years. ' There are 208,084 
memmd women in Kentucky who can 
not read or witte. Thif appalling 
condition is in a measure due to the 
school districts of the State, which 
have not furnished adequate educa- 
tional facilities. But in the main the 
large percentage of illiteracy must be 
attributed to the lack of desire for 
knowledge evinced by men and wo- 
men who are content with primitive 
methods of intellectual intercourse. 
They have been isolated from the 
world for many decades, and, while 
thdy have resisted educational ad- 
vancement with ahnoet Chinese ob- 
stinacy. There have been cases 
known in which parents have kept 
children ^m scHool because they 
did 'not wish their progeny to have 
an intellectual advantage over them. 

Mrs. Cora Wilson Stewart, presi- 
dent of the Kentucky Illiteracy com- 
mission, has issued an eloquent ap- 
peal to Kentuckians to assist in wip- 
ing this blot of Ignorance from the 
State. She wants .men and women 
who will go into the mountains and 
other districts where illiteracy ob- 
tains and teach untutored eyes and 
hands. But the enthusiasm of Mrs. 
Stewart and the number of volun- 
teers will not be available unless the 
educational laws of Kentuclqr are 
more stringently enforced. In her 
task as chaim^m of the literacy 
commission requires nOt only teach- 
ers, but compulsory school attend- 
ance in fact as well as in theory. 

The reward is worth the battle. 
The illiterates of Kentucky are men 
and women, who in many instances 
can trace their lineage back to Vir- 
ginia days before the migration that 
settled the Blue Grass State. And 
when they are brought out of dark- 
ness and given a place in the sun 
they will constitute a citizenship of 
which Kentucky will be proud.— Cin- 
cinnati 'Times-'Ftar.
